COUNSELOR TRAINING PROGRAM PLANNED 

The College has recently received a 
$44,000 grant from the Bureau of Education 
of the Handicapped of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare to develop 
a model graduate training program for : 
counselors at schools for the deaf. A 
National Education Project Advisory Com- 
mittee of leading professionals working 
with the deaf, including Gil Delgado and 
two of our students, Jack Aaron and Marie 
Philip, will conduct a national survey of 
the needs for trained counselors. 

If approved by the College's Board of 
Directors, a new Department of Counseling 
will be established in the Graduate School 
and will begin to admit students for the 
1972-73 school year.
